But the statement of the
naval authorities made public in the same
connection warrants some emphatic com-

ments on the evident disposition to stimu-
late the war spirit.

For the past w cek or more the press has
teemed with reports of the ordering of
the vessels of the navy to Chile, with talk
of the use of yachts for topedo vessels,
and the chartering of powerful tugs by
the naval authorities on tin Pacific coast,
10 be anued and employed for the same
purpose. All these statements pointed to
the conclusion that the Government was
preparing for an immediate demonstra-
tion on Chile. The Secretary and
Assistant Secretary of the Navy
yesterday made specific and public
declarations that there was not the
slightest truth in any of these stories. Xot
a sing'f vessel of the navy is under orders
for Chile. Two United States' vessels are
at Valparaiso now, and the larger one, the
Boston, ha been ordered to leave for San
Francisco. Xo arrangements have been
made for the chartering of vessels outside
of the navy. These are the points of the
statement of Assistant Secretary Soley,
which is concluded by the comprehensive
assertion that "not a single step of any
hind is being taken by the United States
Government looking toward a war with
Chile."

Unless Secretary Tracy and Assistant
Secretary Soley ar to b su.p.-ete-- of
direct falsehood in th"!t statements, no
other conclusion is possible than that
some, influences have been at work in
spreading warlike report for ulterior pur-
poses. The abundance of these warlike

the manner with v. hich they were
produced ostensibly from both seacoasts,
Fhows that there was a systematic attempt
to affect public feeling. Exactly what the
object was may be a matter of conjecture,
but the same genius of misrepresentation
in the news from Chile warrants the sus-
picion that some interest is at work which
hopes for an advantage by embroiling the
United Slates in a naval war just at the
time when it can hope for an extension of
its ocean commerce with South America.

The arguments on which the poet of the
East appeals to the power and wealth of
Christianity for the restoration of a tem-
ple to a religi on gen erally rated as heathen
aie three-fol- First, there is the poetic
idea comprised in the restoration of a re-

ligion thousands of years old, and the re-

vival of a temple which typifies the oldest
traditions or myths of this globe at least
Next the appeal to Christianity is rein-
forced by the claim that Buddhism is
closely related to Christianity, and, if not
a variation of it, Is at least an avaunt
courier for its doctrines. Finally, the
argument perhaps the most calculated to
appeal to the modern spirit Is the legal
principle that religious property must be
kept strictly to the service of the tenets
for which it was founded. In this coun-
try the separation of Church andState has
brought this doctrine to its strongest de-

velopment. The law will not support the
Methodist, Catholic or Hebrew religion;
but it will enact that when property has
been devoted to either the worship or
the'teachlng of those religions it must be
kept strictly "to that purpose. On the
same principle of justice the pure doc-

trine of Buddha should be taught in Budd-
hist temples. , Sir Edwin Arnold's appeal
on these considerations does not make it
quite clear whether the Brahmins now
possessed of the desired temple are to be
bought off or dispossessed by force of
arms, a question which will seem of prime
importance to the practical world.

As a poetic idea, the proposition of the
author of "The Light of Asia" is princi-
pally Interesting as indicating remarka-
bly large estimate of the effect of that
v ork on the civilized world. For it must
take a magnified view of the function of
that poem to suppose that it has prepared
civilization to busy itself during the next
century or two with restoring the temples
of ancient and extinct religions. When
such a work is once started the world will
be kept busy for several generations with
that which must follow on the same prtn- - J
ciples. For besides the immense contract
of reviving the Buddhist temples in the
far East there must be an even greater
task of restitution and restoration on the
same logic. Not to speak of Druid graves
and the Aztec teocallls, the same theory
must agitate half the civilized world.
The same reasons that call for the
restoration of the Buddhist temples will
require the restitution of Westminster
Abbey and half the cathedrals of England
to the Roman Catholic faith; will take St.
Sophia from the Moslems and give it to
the Greek Church; must restore the
Olympian divinities to tho Pantheon and
Acropolis; and the worship of almost pre-
historic Egypt to the Pyramids and the
ruins of Thebes and Karnaelc

Practical civilization will pause and con-

sider before undertaking any job of that
sort. Sir Edwin is a charming poet and
writer, but he has hardly the power neces-
sary to inaugurate a crusade of this sort

BCCKEET ON rOI-ITICA-I. ECONOMICS.

Mr. Buckley, the remarkable exponent
and advocate of '"practical politics" in
San Francisco, with whom an interview
abounding in meat for reflection was given
in yesterday's DisrATcn, thinks that the
bulk of voters in cities never will be got
to take an interest in public affairs.
Hence, he argues, the management must
necessarily forever drift into the hands of
the few ambitious ones who are willing to
make politics a business.

There is a good deal of force in this, but
there is one thing overlooked by Mr.Bnck-le- y

whlcn will, in the course of time,
changa the calculation somewhat It is
true that wealthy and prominent people
often take no part in politics, and because
they do not the argument is made why
expect the bulk of the voters, the working
classes, to take an interest since they have
so much less at stake?

The fallacy of this question so often
put, and now again advanced in the Buck-
ley interview, lies in assuming that the
workingmen have less at stake than the
capitalists, or large property owners, or
merchants, or professional men. The fact
is that all taxes are in the end shifted from
one to another until labor eventually
shoulders the whole burden. It would be
a startling statement for those who have
not analyzed the question to hear that the
average workingman has to put in several
hours a day working for tire Government
before he strikes a hammer for his own
account. Tet that is virtually true. The
total per capita tax on the population of
Allegheny county for Federal, State, city
and county purposes Is, for instance,
about ?10. As there is an average
of about four such as
women, children, the aged, the infirm and
the idle, to eery producer, it follows that
the average producer's work has to fur
nish $200 per annum in taxes in place of
?40. in-- suppression.
stance specifically paid by labor, butrathcr
put upon real estate and capital, the pro-
cesses of trade and business by which it
is shifted into rents cost of living
it eventually reaches the shoulders of the
producer are easily demonstrable.

Whenever the working people, who
make up the great bulk of the voters,
come to study ouc the question and see
that their pocket? as well as other inter-
ests are much more closety affected by the
administration of affairs than appears on
the surface, they will take more concern
in politics; and Mr. Buckley's complaint
about the uselessness of the ballot in
hsnds will not be so well founded.

Until this fuller economic understanding
of the situation is more generally had,
however, the business of politics will, of
course, continue largely in the hands of
those having special inclination for it.
But the more the people at large study the
question the more they must see they are
immediately interested, and the more they
will be disposed to take at least a vigilant
supervisory control of the practical man-
agers who represent the great parties-Buckley-

KE.IL OR SHAM?

When it was announced that the Treas-
ury Departments will hereafter be gov-
erned by the rule of promotions in accord-
ance with the records of industry-an- d

efficiency, The Dispatch stated that this
was undoubtedly the rule under which com-

plete civil service reform is to be attained,
but pointed out at the time that its
success would depend on the integrity and
sincerity of its actual orkings. A Demo-
cratic paper claims to find evidence that
the reform is a mere pretense, in the fact
that it is placed under the supervision of
board appointed by the Secretary himself
instead of under the direction of the Civil
Service Commission.

Nothing cn be easier than for board,
established proft&sedly to supervise

system of promotions 'by ascertained fit-

ness, to create under that cloak
system of favoritism and partial-
ity. It can set np false standards
of efflciency.-ca- permit the nullification
of the records by excuses for negligence
or and oan oven wink at
the absolute falsification of the svstcm by
those who may wish to advance their
favorites. This can be done, and it will
be done, If the Board understands that
this is what it is organized for.

But it will not do to take it for granted
that this purpose is behind the change
without more absolute evidence. It is to
beprestftned that such an act is inspired
by its avowed purpose until the results
prove the contrary. It is.true that the
expectation would naturally be that such
a reform would be under the direction of
the Civil Service Commission, and Secre-
tary Foster's action in removing it from
the jurisdiction of that body to a board of
his own creation accords bettervith his
old reputation as politician than with his
new one as reformer. But even such
presumptions do not warrant the conclu-
sion in advance that an announced reform
is-- a preconcerted and deliberate fraud.

Even if this board does run the promo-
tions by tho principles of favoritism, its
creation marks the progress of the coun-
try toward an eventual reform of the civil
service. Its partiality to political Influ-
ences cannot be any greater than that
which now exists, and its profession of
reformatory purpose shows that even
man like Foster cannot any longer avow
allegiance to the system of running tho
offices on the basis of political rewards and
punishments.

ROBINSON'S TWO SALARIES,
Congressman John B. Robinson meots

the assertion that he has drawn salaries
both as State Senator and Congressman
with the statement that as soon as he re-

ceived his salary as Senator he turned over
the whole sum to charitable purposes. Tiie
reason why he drew the salary at all, he
says, is that if he had not done so it would
have remained in the State Treasury to his
credit, and he took the course he did as
means of settling the matter finally and
irrevocably.

This is probably the best explanation of
the fact that can be made, but it does not
relieve Mr. Robinson from the charge of
pluralism. A man who takes public money
on the strength of his services and then
gives it to charit' with himself as tho
donor accepts it and converts it to his use.
It was his gift and not that of the State
which enriched the charity of Mr. Robin-
son's selection, and that fact sufficiently
classes Mr. Robinson's acceptance of the
salary.

Doubtless Mr. Robinson's course was
the best that could be taken by a man who
wishes to exercise the functions of a State
Senator while enjoying the emoluments
of Congressman, but it was not the best
course to keep himself superior to the
charge of drawing two salaries. For the
alleged impossibility of covering his Sen-
atorial salary into the State Treasury does
not extend to his Congressional salary.
He could have returned that amount to
'the United Status in accordance with a
precedent that was famous eighteen years
ago. The circumstances of the case indi-
cated the fituess of such a course. Dur-
ing the time covered by both salaries, Mr.
Robinson was serving the State as Senator
and rendered no service to the United
States as Congressman. If he had taken
the Senatorial salary which he earned, and
had covered the Congressional salary, which
he did not earn, into the United States
Treasury, he would still have occupied an
equivocal position during his dual office
holding, but he would have been free
from th? charge of drawing two salaries
for different and irreconcilable services.

Perhaps the fact that the Congressional
salary is 3,000 a year while the Senatorial
salary is 51,400 may have had some infl uence
on Mr. Robinson's course. With this ter-
mination to Mr. Robinson's pluralism the
country will wait with interest to see what
the redoubtable David Bennett Hill will do.

ENERGETIC ACTION REQUIRED.
The dispatches yesterday confirm the

previous reports that Garza's band of al-

leged Mexican revolutionists have made
forcible resistance to the United States
troops sent to compel their obedience to
the laws. The latest rumor is to the effect
that in the fight fourteen of the United
States troops were killed.

This puts the revolutionists in
true position. They are simply

outlaws and freebooters on both sides
of the border. They resist the Govern-
ment of the United States as violently
as the Government of Mexico, and are
simply carrying on the business of theft
and murder where ,'er it is most likely to
be successful. The United States should
use all its force, if necessary, to suppress
and punish them. If the troops now on
the border are not adequate more troops
should be taken there. In the meantime
it might be well to extend to the Mexican
troops the same liberty which Mexico gave
us in the Apache war, of pursuing the
nntlnwR nrrnw the. hnrrlpr if npPacarrr fnr
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The United States cannot brook the
defiance of its authority or the occupation
of any part of its territory, however re-
mote, by armd freebooters of any nation-
ality. It should exert its whole power, if
necessary, to teach both nations that such
a thing cannot be done with impunity.

WHAT THE TORIES TVIsn.
The explanation by the friends of Mr.

Davitt that his defeat at Waterford was
caused by the Tory vote being thrown to
Redmond, in order to prolong the fac-
tional dispute among the Home Rulers,
probably has a foundation of fact, but is
uot sufficient to fully break the damaging
effect of the election.

There Is no doubt that the Tory policy
was to do all in its power to spcuro tho
election of Redmond, simply because that
would give new life and bitterness to the
quarrel between the Irish factions. But if
that vote is, large enough to have pro-vent-

the election of Davitt, while he
was supported by the majority of the
Home Rulers, it is evident that the anti-Ho-

Rule sentiment in Waterford is
mnch larger than was supposed. It is not
probable that more than a very slight per-
centage of the vote at the recent election
was controlled by the Tories. The elec-
tion of Redmond must be accepted as an
evidence that the factional quarrel still
has the elements of vitality and that the
Irish party must continue to suffer from
the personal division which now disrupts it

The Love ofMystery in Newspaper Readers
felling Stolen Goods to Publishers How
Mn Wear Slioen Tearing Up a New
Pavement In New York.

NEW Tork, Dec. 2G. The shadows of

metropolitan life could scarcely have amore
ghastly illustration than in the case of the
corpse of the old man at a Greenwich street
window staring into tho windows of tho ele-

vated cars for two days, the butt of the
trainmen's Christmas time humor. A little
while before was the killing and mangling
of another man on the elevated almost Im-

mediately opposite a window where sat his
wife and child looking innocently out and
wondering who it was being carried away
under tho protecting blanket. We are wont
to look upon the extraordinary sttcatlons
created by the novelist nnd playwright with
satirical severity. But the pen of Sue,
Dumas, Dickens, and of a host of imitators,
never conjured up from imaginations vivid
with research and practical ooservatlon a
more pathotfcally impressive picture than
is presented in tho dead mat at the Green-
wich street window.

Yet such things aro so common In New
York that they are swallowed up in the
great maelstrom of metropolitan events
forgotten in a day. Plain death excites but
little more attention than a plain drnnk. It
must be presented in some novel form to
claim particular notice in a commnnlty
where there is an average of a death every
10 minutes of each 24 honrs. Even deaths of
a violentnature must present newphases or
involve people of importance to be worth
much space in the New York TiewsDapers.
Euicldos havo "become so common and un-
interesting that it is not unnsunl to see
four or five attempts in that line occupy
not more than as many lines each,
grouped under a general head. So
small and ntterlv insignificant a
thing is death in a grpat city. It is mys-
tery the living reader loves. Study the col-
umns of the great dailies and note thi3 par-
ticular feature. Any death with nnusuat
features, particularly the horrible, and more
particularly still, the mysterious, is what
excites pnbllc interest. This is inexplica-
ble. The attempt upon the life of Million-
aire S.tgo was completely swallowed up in
the discovery of the identity of tho bomb-throw-

If it were possible lor some un-
known bum to annihilate himself in a pub-
lic manner by dynamite, the whole civilized
world wonld piobably be burdened for days
and weeks with the desire to ascertain who
he was and where he came from.

Children Doing the Marketing.
One of the most striking features in the

poorer regions of the city is the early age at
which children are made useful to the house-
hold. Jn my rambles about ton I have
seen children puny, undersized children,
too of 4 and 5 years of age, carrying milk,
meat, groceries, etc., having just, performed
that part of the family marketing. Step
Into nny ot tho Seventh avenue butcher
shops, bakeries, or groceries and you will
almost invariably see children of from i to 8
years old purchasing family supplies. I havo
seen children whoso eyes Were still on a
level with the butcher's chopping block
buying 5 cents' worth of odds and ends of
meat lor the family stow, nnd paying for it
in pennies carefully counted ouc into the
butcher's big, brown bands pennies, hard
earned, no doubt. One time the child
couldn't talk distinctly enough for tho man
to understand.

"How much money have you gott" he
asked.

The little thinly-cla- d tot opened a chubby
nnd very dirty "list and displayed 4 cents.
Whereupon the butcher, his diamond pin
spnrkling in tho rays of bis bright cleaver,
'scooped in the pennies and chopped her (or
him) off a fragment of bones and gristle and
threw in a chunk of fat.

"Small?" said he. In response to my com-
ment "these children commence running
errands as soon as they can walk. At fi and
7 the girls do the marketing and keep honse,
while tho boys sell papors and play craps.
Porterhouse, sir?"

Piracy in Literature.
"The movement of the Harpers and oth

ers to protect publishers and authors from
literary piracy is a good one," said a well-know- n

writer and newspaper manager.
"The boldness with which this thieving has
been done is astonishing to everybody but
writers themselves. Now, I cun scircely
identify my own matter. Nearly every
writer who turns out much stuff forgets
what he writes. lie dismisses it from his
mind. If he can keep track of it long
enough to get his pay he is satlsfled. How
can it be expected, therefore, that any
human being can bo so thoroughly informed
and havo a mind so retentive that he can
spot a stolen article on sight? Somo of
these readers for publishing houses get very
expert, but even they get taken in once in a
while. There is a good deal of good matter
uecuneu witu tuanks, even in ournowspaper
offices, because the contribntor is personally
unknown; quite often by magazines. Life
is too short to hunt up every man's
record for literary honesty. Printers very
often discover old things after thoy have
passed the scrutiny of the editor. I've seen
printers who. seem never to forget anything
they ever woried on. I once passed an
article whichan old printer identified as ono
1 had written mysclt some years before. It
isn't safe to buy nnythinir unless you know
all about tho person who offers it for sale.''

Individuality in Wearing Shoes.
"There is more character in shoes than

in any other article of a man's dress," said
a Broadway shoe dealer, looking out upon
tho passing throng one dull day. "A man
may deceive the eye of an expert in every
other particular but In shoes. I mean tho
kind and the way ho wears them. Walking
is an Involuntary performance and is not a
matterof studyand simulation. Every man
will certainly wear his shoes in a certain
way. And as a rule ho will wear shoes that
lit hi3 build, his business nnd his tempera-
ment. In nine cases out of ten when ho
comes in here for a new pair I can tell the
kind of shoe he will want by tho manner in
which he has worn out the pair he has on
whether on the toes, the inside or outside of
tho heels, on the ball of the foot, inside or
outside of the ball, or whether the rest of
the shoo gives out before the sole. He may
take some other kind, but he'll wane the
shoes I select.

"Give a good detective the imprint of a
ciiininal's foot on yielding soil and ho can
size his man up pretty well, especially if the
shoe he rather worn. That is the only thing
a man can't disguise. Lots of first-clas- s

detective stories have been written on this.
but there is nothing remarkable abont it to
me.

Tho
magnificent necklace known as the Prince
de Canino's,the masterpiece of the Etruscan
goldsmith, has pendants of alternate beetles
of sardonyx and amber. Juvenal represents
his patron displaying at his feast a bowl em-
bossed with beryls and raised work of am-
ber.

Besides metals salt is a medium of ex-

change in Africa. Tki3 is especially tho
caso In Abyssinia and in certain districts in
Northern Africa. The blocks of salt, called
amole, come from the east of the Abyssian
Alps. They have the shape of a grind stone
with one end pointed, and weigh originally
about m pounds. A camel may carry 500, a
mule 230 and a slave 60 of tbese chunks.
